Ly the German law all capital punish­ 
ments must be carried out by behead­ 
ing, but it is left to

states to choose their own method. 
In those districts which were annexed 
by Napoleon I. the guillotine still pre­ 
vails. 
Other regions may use the axe, 
the sword, or a carving-knife if they 
please. 
The Prussian method is that, 
the victim sitting in a chair, he is 
beheaded by a horizontal sweep of a 
long sword.

Urgent requ ests for the immediate re­ 
moval of the soldiers and refu gees to 
another place were sent by Major Me- 
Nu mee to the war department throu gh 
Brigadier General Bliss. 
Generals Mercado, Castro, Orplnal, 
Romera, Adu no and Landu are in cu s­ 
tody of the United States troops. Gen. 
Pascu la Orozco and Gen. Ynee Sala­ 
zar, volu nteer commanders, escaped 
along the border, Salazar being wou nd­ 
ed. 
They were accompanied by Gen­ 
eral Caraveo, General Rojas and 300 
cavalrymen. 
Salazar and 
Orozco 
are 
being 
watched for in the United States on 
indictments charging them with vio­ 
lating the neu trality laws. Charges of 
cowardice were made against Orozco, 
Salazar and Rojas. 
General Mercado 
said these generals abandoned their 
troops at the beginning of the battle.
